An 44 to continue the Proceſs and Proceedings in the Pro- 
wincial Court, and County Courts; and for Tryal of 
Capital Offences, at the next Provincial Court, to be held 
the Third Tueſday of May next. DT 


HEREAS, ſeveral of the Attorneys practiſing in the 


ſaid Courts, are Members of the Aſſembly, and obliged to 
attend their Duty therein : | 


BE it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by 
and with the Advice and Conſent of the Upper and Lower Houjes of 
Aſſembly, and the Authority of the ſame, That the ſeveral Cauſes, Ac- 
tions, Pleas, and Proccedings, now depending in the Provincial Court, 
ſhall be continued; and are hereby Declared and Enacted to be conti- 
nued, to ſuch, and ſo many Provincial Courts, as the Juſtices of the laid 
Provincial Court ſhall think fit, not exceeding Two Provincial Courts, 
after the making this Act; any of which ſaid Two Provincial Courts 
ſhall not be reckoned any of the Four Courts for Limitation of Actions; 
any Act to the contrary, notwithſtanding. 


AND be it likewi/e Enafed, by the Authority aforeſaid, That the 
ſeveral Cauſes, Actions, and Proceedings, now depending in the County 
Courts, ſhall be continued; and are hereby Declared to be continued 
One Court, which ſhall not be reckoned any of the Four Courts for 
Limitation of Actions; any Act to the contrary, notwithſtanding, 


AND be it further Euacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That no 
Aſſizes ſhall be held in April next, in any of the Counties of this Pro- 
vince: And that all Iſſues tryable next April Aſſizes, ſhall and may be 
tryed at the Aſſizes to be held next September, in the reſpective Coun- 
ties of this Province; any Act to the contrary, notwithſtanding. And 
to prevent People accuſed of Offences, not tryable in the County Courts, 


irom being long detained in Priſon; and to the End, their Tryal be not 
delayed,

BE it further Enadted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That it ſhal! 


and may be lawful for the | 
Provincial Court, to order the Sheriff of Anne- Arundel County, imme. 
diately to ſummon a competent and ſufficient Number of good and

PROVIDED akways, and be it further Enacted, That no Per- 
fon or Perſons, who hath or have given Notice of any Tryal to be had 
at next April Aſſizes, ſhall be burthened with any Coſts, for not com- 
ing then to Tryal; any Law or Statute to the contrary, notwithſtand- 


ing. 
AND be it further Enacted. That any Witneſs or Witneſſes, who 


is or are bound, by any Recognizance or Recognizances, to appear at 
the Aſſizes, to teſtify againſt any Perſon charged with any Offence not 
tryable in the County Courts, ſhall appear to teſtify, and give his, her, 
or their Evidence, in the Provincial Court, to be held the Thifd The /- 
day in May next ; any Law, Ulage, or Cuſtom to the contrary, not- 
withſtanding.

HE RE AS Tobacco, the only Staple of this Province, and 

the principal Dependance of its Inhabitants, hath for ſeveral 
Years paſt produced ſo little, that ſeveral of the People, not able to 
get the Neceſſaries of Life, by the Fruits of their Labour, have been 
obliged to deſert their Habitations; and many more mult follow their 
Example, or be conſtrained to attempt ſome other Way of living, leſs 
advantageous to the Trade of Great-Britain, their Mother-Country, 
than making Tobacco, unleſs ſome Expedient can be found, to re- 
move the Difficulties under which they have long laboured : 


AND whereas, the moſt probable Means to enable the People to 
diſcharge their Taxes, and other Engagements now payable in Tobac- 
co, otherwiſe; and to deſtroy ſuch ordinary and unmerchantable To- 
baccos, which ſerve only to clog the Markets, and to depreciate the 
ho beſt Sorts of that Commodity, as well as to put the People in a Condi- 
at tion to carry on the Tobacco Trade, to the Advantage of Great- Britain, 
ot and this Province, is to eſtabliſh a Paper Currency, or Bills of Credit, 
er, ¶ upon a ſinking Fund: Wherefore it is prayed, that it may be Enacted : 


ot- AND be it Enadted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprie- 
tary, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Upper and Lower 
Houſes of Aſſembly, and the Authority of the ſame, That Bills of Cre- 
dit, to the Value of Ninety Thouſand Pounds, current Money of Ame- 
rica, according to an Act of Parliament, made in the Sixth Year of the 
Reign of the late Queen Anne, For Aſtertaining the Rates of Foreign 
Coins in the Plantations, to circulate for Thirty One Years, from the 
Commencement of this Act, ſhall be printed and ſtruck, in Manner and 
Form following : 


HIS Indented Bill of ſhall paſs Current, for 
the Sum therein mentioned, in all Payments, according to the 
Diredtions of an Act of Aſſembly of Maryland. Dated in Annapolis, 
the Day of Anno Dom, 


WHICH Bills ſhall be of the different Valuations hereafter men- 
tioned ; (to it,) Thirty Thouſand Bills of Twenty Shillings Value each; 
Thirty Thouſand Bills of Fifteen Shillings Value each; T hirty Thou- 
and Bills of Ten Shillings Value each; Forty Thouſand Bills of Five 
Shillings Value each; Forty Thouſand Bills of Two Shillings and Six 
Hence Value each; Sixty Thouſand Bills of One Shilling and Six Pence 
Value each; Sixty Thouſand Bills of One Shilling Value each. 


An WHICH Bills of Credit ſhall be ſigned and numbred by the 
ommiſſioners or Truſtees appointed to put this Act in Execution; 
nd the Sum of Money that each and every of the ſaid Bills is to nay 

B or, 
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for, be printed at the Top of each Bill, in Words at Length, with His 
Lordſhip's Arms, and the Commiſſioners Names, on the other Side 
thereof. And that the Bills of Credit, ſo ſigned, ſhall be kept and de- 
poſited in One ſtrong Iron Cheſt, with Three ſtrong, ſubſtantial, and dif. 
ferent Locks; and that each Commiſſioner or Truſtee, ſhall keep a 
Key; to the End that no Bills of Credit, which ſhall be ſigned, be 
taken out, or diſpoſed of, but by or in the Preſence of all the Com- 
miſſioners or Truſtees And that Counter-Parts of the ſaid Bills 
of Credit, together with all other Books and Papers relating to the 
{aid Office, ſhall be kept and depoſited in One other ſtrong Iron Cheſt, 
with ſo many Locks as the Commiſſioners or Truſtees ſhall think 
proper. Which Cheſts ſhall be lodged and depoſited in the Repoſitory 
already built for the Publick Records, until ſome other ſecure Place 
can be provided for that Purpoſe, Which Repoſitory ſhall be entirely 
in the Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Commiſſioners or Truſtees, for the Ules 
aforeſaid, until ſuch other ſecure Place can be provided. 


B E it Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent aforeſaid, 
That One Office ſhall be erected at Aunapolis, under the Management 
of Three Commiſſioners or Truſtees, to be nominated and appointed by 
the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, or the Governor or Com- 
mander in Chief of this Province, for the Time being, to put this Act 
in Execution ; and to remove any of them, in Caſe of Misbehaviour, or 
Unfitneſs to act, when and as often as it ſhall appear to His Lordſhip, 
the Governor or Commander in Chief, that the Welfare of this Province 
ſhall require ſuch Removal; who ſhall be called and ſtiled Commiſſioners 
or Truſtees, for Emitting the Bills of Credit eſtabliſhed by Act of Aſſem- 
bly ; and by that Name and Stile, ſhall have Continuance and Succeſ- 
ſion, during the Continuance of this Act, for iſſuing the ſaid Bills of Cre- 
dit, and taking Securities for ſo much of them as ſhall be lent, according 
to the Directions of this Act, and for directing, managing, and perform- 
ing all other Matters and Things hereby enjoined and required to be done 
and tranſacted by them, in and relating to the ſaid Bills of Credit, ac- 
cording to the Directions and true Meaning of this Act: And if any of 
the ſaid Truſtees ſhall happen to die, or be removed by Misfeazance, In- 
capacity, Unfitneſs, or for not acting, it ſhall and may be lawful for the 
Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, the Governor or Commander in 


Chief, for the Time being, from Time to Time, during the Con- 


tinuance of this Act, to appoint ſome other fit Perſon or Perſons, in the 
Place or Places of ſuch Commiſſioner or Commiſſioners, Truſtee or Truſ- 
tees, 1o dying, misbehaving, becoming incapable, unfit, or refuſing, as 
aforeſaid ; which ſaid Commiſſioners or Truſtees ſhall be able and capable 
in Law, to receive, take, hold, enjoy, and retain to them, and their Suc- 
ceſſors, in the ſaid Truſt, all ſuch Lands, Tenements, Rents, and He- 
reditaments, and all other Real or Perſonal Securities, of what Nature or 
Quality ſoever, as ſhall be granted them in Mortgage, or given for ſe— 
curing the Repayment of ſuch Sums of Money, as they ſhall from Time 
to Time lend and iſſue, in the ſaid Bills of Credit, and the Intereſt there- 
of; and alſo to ſell, grant, alien, and diſpoſe of the ſame, in Default of 
Payment, as in and by this Act is provided and directed in thoſe Caſes ; 
and by the ſame Name, to ſue and implead, be ſued and impleaded, 
anſwer, and be anſwered, in all Caſes relating to the ſaid Truſt, in all 
Courts, and other Places whatſoever ; and by the Name aforeſaid, to do 
and exccute all other Matters and Things that to them ſhall or may ap- 

pertain 
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pertain to do and pertorm, purſuant to this Act; ſubject to the Proviſoes, 
Reſtrictions, and Limitations herein expreſſed: And that the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners or Truſtees, for the Time being, ſhall duly attend at the ſaid 
Office, every Wedneſday in every Week, or oftner if requiſite, until all 
Demands for emitting, paying, or borrowing Money in the ſaid Office, 
he anſwered; and afterwards, at ſuch Times as their Truſt, and the 
Service of the Publick, may require them, during the Continuance of 
this Act. And ſuch of the ſaid Commiſſioners or Truſtees as ſhall under- 
take and execute the ſaid Truſt, ſhall be allowed for their Service and 
Trouble therein, after the Rate of One Hundred Pounds each, for the 
firſt Year, and for every Year after, Eighty Pounds each, as Commiſſion- 
ers or Truſtees for emitting the ſaid Ninety Thouſand Pounds, during 
the Continuance of this Act, out of the ſaid Bills of Credit: But the ſaid 
Commiſſioners or Truſtees, before they enter upon the Execution of their 
ſaid Truſt, each of them ſhall enter into Bond, with ſufficient Sureties, to 
One of the Provincial Treaſurers, for the Time being, in the Penalty of 
One Thouſand Pounds each, Herling, payable to the Lord Proprietary, 
conditioned for the Obſervance of the Truſt hereby repoſed in them; and 
ſhall alſo take an Oath, before any One Provincial Juſtice, who is hereby 
im powered and required to adminiſter the ſame, in theſe Words; (to wit,) 


A. B. do ſwear, That I will, according to the beſt of my Skill and 
Knowledge, faithfully, impartially, and truly demean my ſelf, in 
Diſcharge of the Truſt committed to me, by an At of General Aſembly 
of this Province, intituled, An Act for Emitting and Making current 
Ninety Thouſand Pounds Current Money of Maryland, in Bills of Cre- 
dit, according to the Purport and Tenor of the ſaid Af, ſo as none may 
be prejudiced by my Conſent, Privity, or Procurement. 

So help me God. 


AND be it further Enacted, That the ſaid Commiſſioners or Truſ- 
tees, after they are ſo qualified, ſhall proceed to ſign and number the 
ſaid Bills of Credit, and number Counter-Parts of them, and keep 
true Accounts, as well of the ſaid Bills which they ſhall ſign and iſſue 
out, as allo of the Money and Bills which they ſhall actually re- 
ceive and pay, purſuant to this Act; which ſeveral Accounts, a Com- 
mittee of both Houſes of Aſſembly ſhall be appointed, every Seſſion, to 
inſpect and examine; which Committee ſhall allo inſpect and examine 
the Proceedings of the ſaid Commiſſioners or Truſtees, who are hereby 
required and enjoined to lay a full and fair State of their Proceedings 
before ſuch Committee; to the End, they may be fatisfied, that the 
Sums for which Bills may be iſſued, purſuant to this Act, is not ex- 
ceeded ; and may be acquainted, from Time to Time, with the State of 
the whole Tranſactions and Affairs relating to the ſaid Office, and of the 
Management and Behaviour of the ſaid Commiſſioners or Truſtees: Which 
Committee ſhall, every Seſſion, report to the Aſſembly, the State and Con- 
dition of the ſaid Office, and the Conduct and Behaviour of the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners or Truſtees; to the End, that any Corruption or Miſmanage- 
ment may be timely guarded againſt, and preyented, 115 


AND be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That the 
ſaid Bills of Credit ſhall paſs in Payment, Satisfaction, and Diſcharge of 
all Contracts to be made from and after the Publication of this Act, with- 
in this Province, for Current Money; and that all, or any of the Inhabi- 

tants

tants of this Province, may and are by this Act enabled to diſcharge all 
Lawyers Fees and Levies (the Forty per Poll, and all Tobacco directed 
by any Act of Aſſembly of this Province to be levied and applied to the 
building or repairing any Church or Churches, herein excepted) in the 
ſaid Bills of Credit, or Gold or Silver, rating Tobacco at Ten Shillings 
per Cent. in the ſaid Bills, or Gold or Silver, and all Bounties, Rewards, 
and Allowances given and allowed by any Act of Aſſembly of this Pro- 
vince, in Tobacco; and alſo all Fines, Forfeitures, and Penalties, ſettled and 
eſtabliſhed in Tobacco, by any Law of this Province, ſhall and may be paid, 
fatisfied, and diſcharged, in the ſaid Bills of Credit, or in Gold or Silver, 
rating Tobacco at Ten Shillings per Hundred, and. in Proportion for x 
lefſer Quantity: And all Rates, Duties, and Impoſitions, upon the Im- 
portation or Exportation of any Goods, Wares, or Merchandizes, Ser- 
vants, and Slaves (the Duties on Tobacco per the Hogſhead, Cheſt, or 
Caſe, and Tonnage on Ships or Veſſels, and all other Money to become 
due, or payable to the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, not be- 
ing for the Breach of any Penal Law, or Penalty for any Offence, ex- 
cepted, ) allowing the uſual Allowance of Thirty Three Pounds, Six 
Shillings, ' and Eight Pence, per Hundred, between Sterling and Cur- 


rency. 


PROVIDED always, That no Perſon ſhall be obliged to pay 
the ſaid Bills of Credit, or Gold or Silver, in Lieu of Tobacco; but 
that every Perſon ſhall be at Liberty to pay Tobacco for the ſaid Le- 
vies, Fees, and Penalties, as if this Act had never been made. 


AND be it further Enaf#ed, That any Perſon tendering or offer- 
ing the ſaid Bills of Credit, in Diſcharge of any Debt, for current Mo- 
ney, to be contracted, as aforeſaid ; or the ſaid Bills of Credit, or cur- 
rent Money, in Payment and Diſcharge of any Levies, ( except as be- 
fore excepted) or the ſaid Fees, or Penalties, ſhall have and receive the 
ſame Benefit and Advantage, from and by ſuch Tender, as if ſuch Ten- 
der was made of Gold, or Silver, or Tobacco in Specie; any Law, 
Uſage, or Cuſtom, to the contrary, notwithſtanding. 


" PROFVIDED nevertheleſs, and be it Enafed, That every Per- 
fon, who ſhall not tender or pay ſuch Bills of Credit, or Gold or Sil- 
ver, by the Tenth Day of April, Yearly, during the Continuance of this 
Act, ſhall be obliged to pay all Levies, and all Perſons, who ſhall not 
tender the ſaid Bills of Credit, or Gold or Silver, for any Lawyers Fees, 
when the Cauſes ſhall be ended, for any Fees from them juſtly due and 
owing, in Tobacco, as if this Act had never been made; any thing 
therein contained to the contrary, notwithſtanding, 


AND be it further Enacted, That if at any Time, pending any 
Action or Suit, on any Bond, or other Contract, for the Payment of cur- 
rent Money, payable by ſuch Bond, or Contract, to be made after this 
Act ſhall take Effect, if the Defendant ſhall bring into Court, where 
the Action or Suit ſhall be depending, all the Principal Money and In- 
tereſt due on ſuch Bond, or other Contract, and effectually ſecure the 
Payment of all Tobacco Coſts, which ſhall ariſe due on ſuch Action or 
Suit, in the Judgment of the Court where ſuch Action or Suit ſhall be 
depending, and ſhall tender the ſame Bills of Credit, or Gold or Sil- 
ver; that upon ſuch Tender, and giving Security for the Coſts, as 1 * 
* | al 
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faid, the Defendant, or Defendants, in any ſuch Action or Suit, ſhall 
be by the Court abſolutely diſcharged therefrom, 


AND to the End the ſaid Bills of Credit may be the more uſeful 
to the Inhabitants of this Province, and the Circulation of them as ſpeedy 
and diffuſive as poſſible, 


BE it Enatted by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent aforeſaid, 
That there ſhall be Thirty Shillings, in the ſaid Bills of Credit, iſſued, 
for every Taxable Perſon, in each reſpective County, within this Province; 
and alſo Ten Pounds, over and above the {aid Thirty Shillings, for each 
reſpective County, at the County Court to be held next after the ſaid 
Bills of Credit ſhall be ſigned, and ready to be emitted, to the Juſtices 
of the ſeveral County Courts, to be diſtributed and diſpoſed of as fol- 
loweth, viz. Thirty Shillings thereof to be paid to every Maſter or 
Miſtreis of a Family, or his or her Order, for ſuch Maſter, and every 
Taxable Perſon to him belonging; and the like Sum for every Taxable 
Perſon belonging to any Miſtreſs of a Family, or Miſtreſs of any Servant 
or Servants, or Slave or Slaves, being a Taxable or Taxables; and alſo 
to every other Free Man, being a Taxable, or his Order, the like Sum 
of Thirty Shillings, in the ſaid Bills of Credit; for which the ſeveral and 
reſpective County Clerks ſhall take Receipts, in a Paper Book for that 
Purpoſe, to be by them tranſmitted to the Commiſſioners or Truſtees ; 
for which each reſpective Clerk ſhall have and receive Ten Pounds, in 
the ſaid Bills of Credit. 


AND be it Enaded by the Authority aforeſaid, by and with the 
Advice and Conſent aforeſaid, That any Perſon, who ſhall claim and 
receive any of the ſaid Bills, for more Taxables than he or ſhe ſhall real- 
ly have, or ſhall give- in any Servant or Slave, or other Perſon, as a 
Taxable, who ſhall not then be really a Taxable, according to the Laws 
of this Province, ſhall, for every Servant, Slave, or other Perſon, ſo gi- 
ven in, or for whom the Bounty intended by this Act of Thirty 
Shillings per Taxable, ſhall be claimed, and received, ſhall forfeit Five 
Pounds current Money of Maryland; to be recovered by any Perſon who 
1. will ſue for the ſame, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, or Information; 
wherein no Eſſoyn, Protection, or Wager of Law, ſhall be allowed. 


AN be it further Enacted, That a Sum in the faid Bills of Cre- 
3 dit, not exceeding Three Thouſand Pounds, ſhall be applyed to purchaſe 
convenient Ground for the Uſe of the Publick, arid building a Dwelling 


0G Houſe, and other Conveniencies thereon, for the Governor of this Pro- 
vince, for the Time being, to refide in: And Five Hundred Pounds, in 

each reſpective County within this Province, ſhall be laid out in build- 

wn ing convenient Goals in the reſpective Counties, near and convenient to 
wok the ſeveral Court-Houſes; under the Direction and Appointment of the 
rx ſeveral Repreſentatives of the ſeveral Counties, for the Time being: And 
5 a Sum, in the ſaid Bills of Credit, not exceeding Five Hundred Pounds, 
the to de applyed towards or in the Repairs of the Publick Buildings, ac-

S. „ ND be it further Enafed by the Authority aforeſaid, That what 


ſhall remain of the ſaid Bills of Credit, and not by this Act particularly 
applyed, ſnhall and may be by the ſaid Conumiſſioners or Truſtees lent

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out upon Intereſt, in the Manner hereafter directed; that is to ſay, any 
Sum or Sums, upon Mortgage of Meſſuages, Lands, Tenements, cr 
Hereditaments, or Perſonal Security, at the Diſcretion of the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners or Truſtees, to be taken according to the Directions of this 
AQ. | 


AND be it further Enafted, That upon Application, during the 
Continuance of this Act, to the Commiſſioners or Truſtees in this Pro- 
vince, by any Perſon or Perſons, having any Bill or Bills of Credit torn or 
defaced, which may be thought neceſſary to be renewed, it ſhall and may 
be lawful to and for the Commiſſioners or Truſtees, and they are here. 
by required, without Fee or Reward, to ſign and deliver a new Bill or 
Bills of Credit, to ſuch Perſon or Perſons, in Lieu of ſuch torn or defa- 
ced Bill or Bills, for the ſame Value for which ſuch torn or defaced Bills 
ſhall be intended to paſs current, at ſuch Time of bringing the ſame to 
the ſaid Commiſſioners and Truſtees; and to cancel and vacate ſuch 
torn Bills as ſhall be brought in; and alſo to make and keep Coun- 
ter-Parts of the new Bills, to be ſo delivered, as herein before directed. 


AND for the better Diſcovery of Incumbrances, which may affect 
any Meſſuages, Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, to be ſo mort- 
gaged, it ſhall and may be lawful for the ſaid Commiſſioners or Truſtees, 
and ſuch as they ſhall appoint, from Time to Time, to make Searches 
in any Offices in this Province, and, it there be Occaſion, take Copies 
or Tranſcripts of the Dockets, or Notes, of any Judgments, or of Mort- 
gages and Entails, or other Incumbrances, kept in any of the ſaid Of- 
fices, without paying any Fee or Reward for the ſame, And to the End 
the ſaid Commiſſioners or Truſtees may be the better enabled to perform 
their ſaid Truſt, they ſhall inform themſelves, as well of the clear Value, 
as of the Titles, of all the Meſſuages, Lands, Tenements, or Heredita- 
ments, which ſhall be propoſed in Security for the ſaid Bills; ſo as to 
be ſatisfied, that the ſaid Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, are at 
leaſt double the Value, and Meſſuages treble the Value, of the Sums 
requeſted to be lent; and then they ſhall receive and take the fame in 
Mortgage. accordingly.

may be made, as much as may be, of the Principal Monies or Duties te- 
remitted from this Province, according to the true Intent and Meaning 
hereof, And the ſaid Truſtees are hereby directed and enjoined, to tranſ- 
mit their Accounts to the Commiſſioners or Truſtees in this Province, 
Yearly, and every Year, of the Receipt of the Monies from the ſaid Na- 
yal Officers; and in what Manner they ſhall have laid out the ſame ; 
and how much Stock is Yearly purchaſed, for the Ule, and in Truft, for 
this Province; with proper Teſtimonials from the Bank, of ſuch Entries 
and Transfers : Which Accounts and Teſtimonials ſhall be Yearly inſpe&- 
ed, and laid before both Houſes of Aſſembly; in which Accounts, there 
ſhall be allowed to the ſaid Truſtees, for their Trouble and Commiſſion 
in receiving the ſaid Monies, and laying out the fame, in Manner afore- 
faid, Two Pounds per Cent. and no more. 


AND whereas, for the better Security of the Fund intended by this

BE it Enaded,: by the Authority aforeſaid, That any Perſon who 
Mall counterfeit the ſaid Bills of Credit, and his, her, or their Aiders or 
Abettors, and ſhall be thereof convicted, by due Courſe of Law, ſhall 
ſuffer Death, as a Felon or Felons, without Benefit of Clergy ; and allo, 
that any Perſon who ſhall paſs any ſuch counterfeit Bill or Bills of Cre- 
dit, knowing the ſame to be counterfeit, ſhall alſo ſuffer Death, as a Fe- 
lon, without Benefit of Clergy: And, that all Magiſtrates, and others, 
into whoſe Hands any counterfeited Bills may happen to come, ſhall 
forthwith deliver the ſame to One of the ſaid Commiſſioners or Truſtees, 
who ſhall cauſe the Names of thoſe that delivered them, and of the Per- 
ſons from whom they were taken, to be indorſed on the Back thereof;

AND, the better to prevent the Exportation of traſhy, ordinary, and 
unmerchantable Tobacco, Be it Enadted, by the Authority, Advice, 
and Conſent aforeſaid, That every Maſter or Miſtreſs of a Family, ſhall 
be, and is by this Act required, to burn, or cauſe to be burnt, in the 
Preſence of ſuch Perſon or Perſons as ſhall be appointed by Virtue of 
this Act for that Purpoſe, on or before the Laſt Day of Fuly, which 
ſhall be in the Year of our Lord, Seventeen Hundred, Thirty and Four, 
the Quantity of One Hundred and Fifty Pounds of Tobacco, to be tied 
up into Bundles, dry enough to pack, of the moſt ordinary Sorts of 'To- 
bacco, for every ſuch Maſter of a Family, or other Perſon, having any tax- 
able Servant or Slave, and eyery taxable Perſon to him belonging; and the 
like Quantity of One Hundred and Fifty Pounds of Tobacco for every 
taxable Perſon belonging to any Woman, who ſhall be an Houſe-keeper, 
or Miſtreſs of any Servant or Slave, Servants or Slaves, being a Taxablc 
or Taxables, and alſo for eyery Houſe-keeper, or other Perſon, being a 
Taxable; and the like Quantity of One Hundred and Fifty Pounds oi 
Tobacco, of the like Quality, on or before the Laſt Day of July, Sevcn- 
teen Hundred, Thirty and Five, for every taxable Perſon, as herein beforc- 
mentioned: And that every Perſon who ſhall fail to perform what is re- 
quired by this Act, ſhall, for every One Hundred and Fifty Pounds of To- 
bacco thereby appointed to be burnt, and which ſhall not be ſo burnt, be 
fined Twenty Shillings current Money of Maryland; to be applied to 
defray the Charge of emitting and negotiating the ſaid Bills of Credit. 


AND be it Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Juſtices

PROVIDED always, That no Perſon who ſhall be ſo appointed, 
ſhall be deemed or taken to be an Officer, or ſubje& to any Pains, Pe- 
nalties, or Forfeitures, for not taking the Oaths to the Government, as 
a Qualification, to put this Act in Execution. | 


AND be it Enadted, That the Perſons ſo to be appointed, ſhall, 
between the Laſt Day of May, and Laſt Day of July, in the reſpective 
Years aforeſaid, of Seventeen Hundred Thirty Four, and Seventeen 
Hundred Thirty Five, either together, or one of them to one Part, and 
the other to the other Part of their Hundreds, at their Diſcretion, re- 
pair to the Dwelling-houſe, or Place of Abode of every Inhabitant, with-

AND be it further Enacted, That the ſaid Commiſſioners or Truſ- 
tees, upon every Perſon ſo to be appointed, producing or ſending to 
them, a Certificate of ſuch Appointment, and a Teſtimonial from any 
one Juſtice of the Peace, or of 'T wo honeſt and reputable Perſons, of the 
lame County with ſuch Perſon, that he has honeſtly executed his Du- 
ty, according to the Tenor of this _—_ ſhall pay to every ſuck Perſon,

Pounds of Tobacco. 


AND be it further Enacted, That any Perſon, who ſhall be ap- 
pointed, as aforeſaid, and who ſhall refuſe to act, not being diſabled by 
Age, Sickneſs, or other Infirmity, to be proved to the SatisfaQion 
of the Juſtices of the County Courts, ſhall forfeit and pay a Fine of Ten 
Pounds current Money of Maryland; to be applied, as aforeſaid.

Effects, in a proper Regulation of the Militia of this Province, by Rea- 
ſon of ſome Defects in the Laws already made: 


B E it therefore Euafled, by the Right Honourable the Lord Pro- 


prietary, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the La and 
oWer 
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Lower Houſes of Aſſembly, and the Authority of the ſame, That any 
Colonel, Licutenant-Colonel, or Major, already commiſſioned, or here- 
after to be commiſſioned, by the Governor or Commander in Chief, for 
the Time being, or any Two, or more of them, ſhall have the ſame Pow- 
ers and Authorities, in the Execution of any Laws now in Force con- 
cerning the Militia, as the Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, or Major, in- 
tended by the ſaid Laws, are inveſted with: Provided, the Number of 
ſuch Officers, who ſhall at any Time act, or execute any Part of the ſame 
Laws, be the ſame as is directed for ſuch Purpoſes, by the ſaid Laws.

Coroner thereof, if the ſaid Colonel or Captain ſhould be the Sheriff 
thereof at that Time, to levy the Sum amounting to ſuch Value, on 
the Body, Goods, or Chattels, of ſuch Colonel or Captain; which ſaid 
Execution, the Sheriff, or Coroner, of each reſpective County is hereby 
directed and required to ſerye and execute: And the Money which ſhall 
be paid to the ſaid Sheriff, or Coroner thercon, he, the ſaid Sheriff, or 
Coroner, ſhall deliver and pay, once in every Year, to his Excellen- 
cy the Governor or Commander in Chief, for the Time being, for ns

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Uſes aforeſaid, And if the ſaid Sheriff, or Coroner, ſhall, by Virtue of 
ſuch Execution, execute or ſeize any Goods of ſuch Colonel or Ca

BE it Enatted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That it ſhall and may 
be lawful, to and for every Colonel of a County to deliver, or cauſe to 
be delivered, to every Licutenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain, who may 
have a Troop or Company in his County, ſo many Arms as may be ne— 
ceſſary and proper for ſuch and ſo many Men as he ſhall think fir, in his 
the ſaid Colonels, Lieutenant-Colonels, Majors, or Captains Troop, 
or Company; and ſhall take a Receipt from every Lieutenant-Colonel, 
Major, or Captain, for ſuch Arms: And for which Arms, or any Part 
thereof, every reſpective Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain, ſhall 
be accountable to the Value thereof; to be ſet and rated by his Excel- 
lency the Governor or Commander in Chief, for the Time being, or by

AND, in Order that any Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, or Major, who 
may have a "Troop of Company in the Regiment, and every Captain ei- 
ther of a Troop of Horſe, or a Company of Foot, may be indemnified 
for what may happen in the Loſs or Damage of the Arms, by Fault or 
Negligence of the Men in their reſpeQtiye Troop or Company,

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BE it Enatted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That it ſhall and may 
be lawful, to and for every Colonel, Licutenant-Colonel, Major, and 
Captain, who may have a Troop, or Company, as aforeſaid, to deliver, 
or cauſe to be delivered, to ſuch and fo many Perſon and Perſons, who 
are or ſhall be inliſted or inrolled in his or their Troop or Company, with- 
in this Province, ſuch Arms as the reſpective Colonel, Licutenant-Colo- 
nel, Major, or Captain ſhall think proper, tor ſuch Perſon or Perſons in 
his reſpectiye Troop or Company to have: And which Arms ſuch Perſon 
or Perſons are hereby obliged and directed to receive; and to give a Receipt

Chief, for that Purpoſe, to the Clerk of the reſpective County, directing 
him to iſſue an Execution for ſuch Value, againſt the Body, Goods, 
or Chattels, of ſuch Perſon, or Perſons, not producing the Arms, as afore- 
faid, to the Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain for the 
proper Uſe of ſuch Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain: 
Which Execution ſhall be directed to the Sheriff, or Coroner, if ſuch Per- 
lon ſhall be Sheriff, and ſhall be executed; and the Value levied, and 
raiſed, in Manner afore directed, by the Sheriff, or Coroner, of the reſ- 
pective County; and the ſame ſhall be paid to the proper Colonel, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain, for his own Uſe and Benefit. 


AND whereas there are, and may be, ſeveral Companies in Towns, 
independant of the Authority or Command of the Colonels of the re- 
ſpective County, or Counties, 


BE it Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Captain, Lieu- 
tenants, and Enſign, or any Two of them, ſhall have the ſame Powers 
and Authorities, to execute this, or any other of the Laws now in Force 
within this Province, relating to the Militia thereof, in and over their 
Company or Companics, in as full and ample Manner, as the Colonel, 
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Lieutenant-Colonel, or Majors, or any Two of them, can or may do, 
in and over their reſpective Regiments, Troops, or Companies, by Vir- 
tue of this or any other Law now in Force. 


AND alſo, That the Captain or Captains of ſuch Company or 
Companies, within ſuch Town or Towns, ſhall receive proper Arms 
from, and be liable and accountable to, His Excellency the Governor, 
or Commander in Chief, for the Time being, for ſuch Arms, in the 
ſame Manner as is before by this Act directed, with Regard to the Colonel: 
And the Value of the Arms not produced, as aforeſaid, ſhall be ſet, pro- 
ceeded for, levied and applied, in the ſame Method afore- mentioned in 
Relation to the Colonel; and the reſpective Men ſhall be liable and ac- 
countable to ſuch Captain for ſuch Arms, not produced, as aforeſaiq,

AND, to the End that every Perſon ſo inliſted or inrolled, at the 
Time of their Training Exerciſe, or other Duty in the Militia, may 
improve, and render themſelves fit for Duty and Service, if Occaſion 


ſhould require, 


BE it Enafted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That every Perſon or 
Perſons ſo inliſted or inrolled, ſhall, at the Time and Place of Training, 
and in the Performanee of their Exerciſe, behave him or themſelves de- 
. cently, and in a Manner ſuitable to the Attention and Care requiſite in 
ſach Exerciſe, under the Penalty of One Hundred Pounds of 'Tobacco, 
or Ten Shillings current Money, for every ſuch Misbehaviour ; which ſhall 
be determined by any Two Field Officers of the County, either upon 
their own View, or Repreſentation of the Commanding Officer then pre- 
ſent, and certified by ſuch Field Officers, to the Clerk of the ſame County; 
who ſhall, on ſuch Certificate, iſſue an Execution, directed to the Sheriff, 
(or Coroner, if the offending Perſon ſhall be then Sheriff,) to levy ſuch 
Penalty on the Body, Goods, or Chattels, of ſuch Perſon or Pertons {6 
offending : Which ſaid Sheriff, or Coroner, ſhall proceed, as is afore-men- 
tioned, and pay the Penalty ſo levied, to the Governor or Commander 
in Chief, for the Time being, once every Year, for the Ules aforc- 
mentioned. 


AND be it further Enadted, by the Authority aforeſaid, by and 
with the Advice and Conſent e That it ſhall and may be law- 
ful, to and for Governor, or Commander in Chief, for the Time being, 
and he is hereby deſired, to nominate and appoint ſome fit Perſon or Per- 
ſons reſiding in each County, to execute, from Time to Time, ſuch Parts 
of this Act, as is directed to be executed by any Perſon or Perſons ap- 
pointed by the Governor, or Commander in Chief, 


AND be it further Enadted, That no Servant or Servants ſhall from 
henceforth continue, or hereafter be inliſted or inrolled, in any Regiment, 
Company, or Troop, unleſs upon ſuch an Emergency as may be judged 
neceſſary and proper by the Field Officers of the reſpective County, or 
the major Part of them, for the inliſting ſuch Servant or Seryants; any 
Act to the contrary, notwithſtanding. 5 
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AND be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That the 
Sheriff, or Coroner, ſhall have and receive 'Thirty Pounds of Tobacco, 
for every Execution he ſhall ſerve or execute, by Virtue of this Act, and 
the uſual Impriſonment Fee, or Fees due on the Sale of Effects, in Caſe 
of an Impriſonment, or Sale; and the Clerk ſhall have and receive Six 
Pounds of Tobacco, for every Execution iſſued by him, in Purſuance of

County, ſhall, aſſoon as conveniently may be, after the Governor, or 
Commander in Chief, ſhall require the ſame, return to the Goyernor, or 
Commander in Chief, a Liſt of ſuch Arms which ſuch Colonel can find 
in his County, together with an Account of the Condition ſuch Arms 
are in ; and for the Reparation, Amendment, or Diſpoſal thereof, the 
Governor, or Commander in Chief, is hereby deſired to give ſuch Direc- 
tions, as he may judge moſt proper.

BE it Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, by and with the Ad- 
vice and Conſent aforeſaid, That all the Public Arms ſhall be marked 
with ſuch Marks, and in ſuch Manner, as the Governor, or Commander 
in Chief, ſhall think moſt proper, to denote ſuch Arms to belong to the 
Publick; after which Marks ſo made, no Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, 
ſhall preſume to ſell or purchaſe ſuch Arms ſo marked, or where the 
Mark appears to have been defaced, or knowing the ſame to be Publick 
Arms, under the Penalty of Forty Shillings ; to be recovered againſt the 
Seller; and the like Penalty of Forty Shillings, to be recovered againſt 
the Purchaſer, for every Offence, before a ſingle Magiſtrate, upon the 
Oath of One or more credible Witneſs or Witneſſes : Which ſaid Magiſ- 
trate ſhall iſſue his Warrant to the Clerk of the County, direQing him 
to iſſue an Execution for ſuch Penalty; which Execution he ſhall iſſue, 
and the Sheriff ſhall ſerve and levy the Penalty, in Manner aforeſaid : 
Half of which Penalty ſhall be paid to the Informer, for his own Uſe; 
and the other Half to the Goyernor, or Commander in Chief, for the 
Uſes aforeſaid. 


AND whereas, there is not any Exemption, by the Laws now in 
Force, of any Member of His Lordſhip's Council, and of the Upper 
Houſe of Aſſembly, Be it therefore Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, 
by and with the Advice and Conſent aforeſaid, That no ſuch Member 
ſhall be obliged to ſerve in the Militia, or be inrolled or inliſted in any 
Regiment, Troop, or Company thereof; any Law to the contrary, not- 
withſtanding. 


PROVIDED always, That this Act, nor any thing herein con- 
tained, ſhall be conſtrued to charge the Executors or Adminiſtrators of

for, as aforeſaid ; but ſuch ſucceeding Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, Ma- 
jor, or Captain, ſhall, on the Death of any Colonel, Lieutenant-Colo. 
nel, Major, or Captain, immediately warn the reſpective Regiment or 
Regiments, Companies and Troops, to a Muſter, and then take Re- 
ceipts for ſuch Arms as ſhall then be produced in good Order: The 
Number. thereof, together with the Condition of ſuch Arms as ſhall be 
loſt, or ſpoiled, as aforeſaid, ſhall by the reſpective Colonel, Lieutenant- 
Colonel, Major, or Captain, be certified to the Governor, or Comman- 
der in Chief, within Thirty Days after ſuch Muſter: After which Re- 
turn of the Certificate aforeſaid, every ſuch Officer ſhall be liable to each 
other, and the Men to ſuch Officer, as is before directed by this Act: 
Which Muſter and Return, ſhall be made and had, as aforeſaid, under 
the Penalty of the Officer neglecting the fame, being liable for the Value 
of the Arms delivered to the deceaſed Officer, in whoſe Place he ſhall ſuc- 
ceed ; which Value ſhall be aſcertained, levied, paid, and applied, in 
the Manner, and to the Uſe afore-mentidned.

HEREAS, an Act of Aſſembly, made at Annapolis, at a 
Seſſion of Aſſembly held there, the Eleventh Day of July, in 
the Year of Our Lord, Seventeen Hundred, and Thirty Two, entituled, 
An Aci for raiſing a Duty of Three Pence per Hogſhead on all Tobacco 
exported out of this Province, for the Uſes therein mentioned, was 
paſs'd; which Act was to continue until the Twenty Ninth Day of Sep- 
tember, in the Year of Our Lord, Seventeen Hundred, and Thirty Three : 
And whereas, this preſent General Aſſembly, as well to teſtify their Af- 
fection and Regard for the Honourable Samuel Ogle, Eſq; late Governor 
of this Province, as their Gratitude for His juſt Adminiſtration, during 
His Government, are deſirous to encourage Learning, and willing that 
it may be Enacted: 


IN he it Ezadted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprie- 
tary, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Upper and Lower

W HERE A8, many Perſons, by Loſſes, and other Misfortunes, by 
the neceſſary Charge of a numerous Family, or by inevitable Loſſes 
or Misfortunes, deſerving the Compaſſion of Mankind, and not having 
been guilty of fraudulent and deceitful Practices, become incapable of 
Paying their whole Debts; and though willing to make the utmoſt Sa- 
tisfaction they can, may be detained in Prifon, by their too rigid and 
and ſevere Creditors: And whereas, ſuch unhappy Debtors, have al. 
ways been deemed the proper Objects of Publick Compaſſion ; for the 
Relief, therefore, of ſuch unhappy Debtors, who ſhall faithfully diſcover 
upon Oath, and deliver up and aſſign all their Eftates and Effects what. 


ſoever, for the Benefit of their Creditors, 


BE it Ena#ed, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by 


Aſſembly, and the Authority of the ſame, That the ſeveral and reſpective 
Juſtices of the ſeveral County Courts of this Province, be, and are herc- 
by impowered, authorized, and required, upon the Petition to them pre- 
erred, of ſuch poor Piiſoner for Debt or Damage, to be diſcharged, to call,
